Zionism’s Supreme Difficulty. 

The excellent speeches delivered at the Banquet tendered ‘o 
Viscount Cecil of Chelwood last week by the Anglo-Palestinien 
Club, to which we refer in our Leading Article—and = whic), 
I was gratified to notice, declared the object of the Zion»' 
movement unequivocably to be the re-founding of the Jews! 
National being—while they glanced at the difficulties which m' 
necessarily confront those who undertake the enterprise, seemed 
curiously enough to take little or no account of that which, I thin‘, 
is the basic trouble in their way. The Arab trouble I have never regarde« 
as vital, if only because during centuries and generations Arabs ha\« 
lived in Palestine without asking for national rights, while during th« 
same time the idea of national restoration—of some sort—has been the 
religious creed of Jews, and more than anything else has tended to 
maintain their separateness among the Nations of the world. This 
is so, notwithstanding the repudiation by a comparatively few non- 
descript Jews mostly in latter times ; and, what is more important, 
notwithstanding also that during the ages the National idea hes 
become so contorted, so mis-shapen and so overlaid among Jews 
who none the less supported it. The fact that there remain many power 
ful forces who dislike the notion of Jewish influence and who recollect 
the lesson given to the world by the Roman conquerors of Palestine, 
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that the surest way for ending Jewish power was by crushing the 
Jewish political entity, has probably more to do with the Arab attitude 
to the Palestine Mandate than many think. But the dislike to which 
I allude is of the religious order based on ignorance and superstition, 
and is not likely to endure, 


The greatest difficulty Zionism has to face in its efforts towards 
Jewish Nationalism is in the Jewish people themselves. This, T say, 
was not dwelt upon the other evening at the Cecil Banquet. And it is 
not merely because of the esoteric and so frequently depreciatory 
way in which the National idea is presented to Jews that they, to 
.o large an extent as they do, approach it so compromisingly. Most 
think of it as something that if it is to be of good, is to be for the good 
of other individuals. Few realise that its attainment will be not only 
for the benefit of the other chap! It may seem churlish to say so, 
hut there is too much philanthropy and far too much of a desire to 
help others,, within the Zionist Movement itself—TI, of course, refer 
to the Zionist attitude in respect to Palestine. When Jews realise 
that the object of Zionism is not to benefit individual fellow-Jews, 
even by securing for them the moral and material advantages to be 
derived from residence in Palestine instead of existence in some almost 
intolerable area of persecution and contumely, but is designed for the 
common benefit of the race, all the other difficulties that confront 
Zionism and which the Arab opposition, the 
supineness to Netional ideals of the Mandatory power, even the parlous 
condition of the Zionist organisation—will melt away. This fact 
cannot too often be insisted. upon, and it seems to me regrettable 
that the very unique opportunity of the Cecil Banquet was not utilised 
for driving homre to the Jewish people this all-important point.

Israel in Unity. 

It is seldom that we have presented for our edification such a 
perfect exhibition of the united attitude Jews ca, on occasion, manage 
to assume, as that which the Warsaw correspondent of Tue Jewtsn 
(‘HRONICLE endeayoured to portray last week. It appears that the 
Kehillah, or what we would call Communal Council, has 
vacancies for fifty delegates, and so united are the Jews of the city— 
anvway in all being of opinion that they should fill the vacancies—

The Women of Warsaw. 

That all Is not, however, inchoate and hopeless in the Warsaw 
Community ean be told from an account by another correspondent 
of a meeting of Women in Warsaw Jewry, They assembled to the 
nuinber of upwards of 400, under the auspices of the Bnoth Agudah, 
to discuss problems affecting Jewish Womanhood, and they showed 
themselves not alone fully acquainted with Jewish Law and practice, 
but profound in questions that have gone to make up Jewish Tradition. 
What will strike many as a strange feature of this gathering was the 
elmost unanimous intimation that these women did not seek Vote 
equality with men, but on the contrary supperted the Aqudah in its 
Opposition to what is known as Female Suffrage. That is a point 
if view which would take too long to discuss here, even if I felt entitled, 
ir indeed capable of doing so to any effect. BstL cannot help thinking 
that it is a point of view about which there is a good deal to be said 
i more than one side. But [ regard this Women’s Conference, with 
‘ts intense interest in the future of our Faith, with much hope, and the only 
qualification I see to the aspirations we can reasonably entertain 
regarding it is contained in the correspondent’s observation ; “ The 
movement is as yet very new.’ Nous verrons / 


 Mizrachism.”’ 

If for party purposes one were anxious to encourage and stimulate 
any Opposition of whatever kind that could be brought against the 
Zionist organisation and its work, then the Conference, which was 
uraced by the distinguished presence of the Chief Rabbi of the British 
Kmpire, of the Mizrachi section would be welcome. But the points 
of their complaints against the British Government and its imple- 
menting of the Mandate are common to many sections in the movement, 
snd are not the particular protest of any one. Why, then, diminish 
their foree by presenting them thus fissiparously ? To say eandidly, 
have never quite realised what it is these Mizrachists are after. Is 
it that the new National being in Palestine shall be built up only in 
weordance with, and by those who render their allegiance to, the 
particular religious aspect of Judaism favoured by these “ unco’ 
guids *? Tf so, then it occurs to me that they are attempting to 


place a strangle-hold of impudent bigot ry upon our nascent National 
re-birth. 


Moreover, they are engayed in a futile task, for behind them are 
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the Agudists the Jewish Jesuits as Dr. Weizmann styled them— 
who look down upon Mizrachists as next door to heterodox. The 
Jewish National Home is to be for all Jews, irrespective of the colour 
or the tone of their religious belief or whether they possess any at all, 
Otherwise, it cannot fulfil its purpose. We should hence set our faces 
rigidly against any attempts to introduce into the Jewish Common- 
wealth of the future anything of the nature of religious tests, however 
deftly contrived, and however pilpulistically applied. I should, [I 
need scarcely add, write no less strongly about any attempt to intro- 
duce into Palestine irreligious differentiations—those, for instance, 
which would please some of the Jewish Communists of Russia. 

* Only a religious Israel was invincible,” exclaimed Dr. Hertz to 
the Mizrachi Conference. and he rapped out the same sentiment more 
than once. What, pray, did he mean? Israel throughout the ages 
has been invincible, has he always—I had almost written ever—been 
religious ?)

The Call. 


By 


HE way in which the Call which Judaism makes to those who 
wish to remain within its ranks —perhaps one should say forth- 

with the almost innumerable calls-—is a matter which may be worth 
while examining. It should, I think, appeal to all who seek to draw 
something of a consistent picture of the future outlook of our people 
and of what they are likely to become in the years tocome. There 
are those among us who are definitely conscious of their association 
with Judaism only when challenged on the point. For the rest, they 
just ignore it and all that it should mean for them. Such, for 
instance, must have been the man Jonah of Biblical fame. When 
challenged he acknowledged himself a Jew, choosing the very slender 
basis he did for the claim. It was probably all he could think of — 
that almost conventional plea of his—at the moment, because until 
then he had never given the matter a thought. Yet, when we come 
io ponder upon it, how very absurd was Jonah's simple prescription 
of what constituted a Jew! For we all know that Judaism requires 
4 great deal more from its adherents than that they should fear the 
(Lord their God, and that there are many others to-day as there were 
when Jonah encountered the frightened seamen, who place like 
homage at the feet of their divinities.

‘Tm a Jew and I'm proud of it!” 


His reply has been 


‘[ BERE are thousands upon thousands of such Jews, indeed I 
suppose they constitute the majority—passive Jews | would 
term them—-who never feel the urge to respond to the Call of 
Judaism and never trouble about it in relation to themselves unless 
it be translated for them directly and enquiringly. Sometimes the 
translation, or the enquiry comes to them roughly and objectionably 
much more roughly and objectionably than did the one to Jonah 
of old (although it may be the tone and the temper of it had the 
same origin of fear and fright) and then their response, in the average 
form I have mentioned, is bound to prove futile. We hear the 
question being urged more insistently than usual just now, and we 
know that the curiosity and anxiety that prompt it are anti rather 
than pro-Jewish, and that hence the replies given in the form I have 
indicated are for their purpose useless. This passivity towards all 
things Jewish is not all that is expected or rather that is demanded 
in response to the Call of Judaism. If it had been universal it 
is not beyond the realms of possibility that everything else 
notwithstanding, Judaism would long ago have perished. Self- 
preservation is a trait in man sometimes more, sometimes 
less, developed. As with man, so with peoples. Although there 
are many Jews, perhaps, as I say, the majority, who respond 
to the Call with passivity, there have always been those who have 
answered actively. There is, for instance, the Jew who hears in the 
Call a demand to him to perform certain rites and ceremonies and 
to exercise certain taboos. He frequently chooses them or adopts 
them because they come his way by tradition or custom or even by 
some mere accident. He will cite his observance of them even if it 
be but regular attendance at a Synagogue service—indeed, with many 
that would be all-sufficing—to prove that he bad heard the Call of 
Judaism and obeyed its behests. So would he who, observing no 
rite or ceremony, to whom fast days are unknown and festivals 
unheard of events, regards all such things as material accretions to 
what he is pleased to think of as the particular God-idea of Judaism 
and which he is willing to descant upon at any moment especially 
in the presence of non-Jews. Suppose the Call of Judaism had 
appealed to Jews in no other way than those I have mentioned, 
should we have been preserved and alive to enjoy this season ?—as 
the prayer-book has it. Yet I suppose that I have really catalogued 
all but a small minority of Jews who either listen to the Call and 
who think they had done their duty by it in the ways I mention. 


UT even so the catalogue is not ended. Nothing has been said 
about the large number who have listened to the Call and pro- 
ceeded to devote their lives to Jewish learning and literature and 
all that sort of thing. They have thoucht well to fill themselves ‘o 
repletion with knowledge of the kind which, as much of it as 
they can exude, they ladle out more in self-glorification than 
in any desire to impart learning to others and raise the general 
ttandard, Far be it from me to say that this must necessarily be 
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s0; but then, when facts stare us in the face there is palpable 
evidence of their really being what they appear to be. The Call 
of Judaism is somewhat inhumane if it involve in those who 
hearken unto it an existence of mental indigestion such as so 
many of our learned Jews exhibit. Then there is the public-work 
response to the Call. There are endless numbers of our people 
who imagine they fulfil, and that fully, the answer due by them to 
the Call of Judaism by busying themselves with Jewish affairs— 
sometimes wisely, sometimes, it must be said, not too well. The 
drang of this response—if I may so put it—is often complicated and 
complex. Apart from the sense of good that it is hoped may be 
accomplished there is always the urge of importance in the eyes 
of their fellows to be attained on very modest if not indeed some. 
times lowly ground. There is not only the honour and the glory 
of the positions to be attained by such labours, there is that almost 
intangible and yet, paradoxical as it may seem, very real afflatus 
that is to be derived from success. 


Ow many communal workers do we come across. in 
our life’s travels who think infinitely less about the 
cause with which they are identified, by being associated 


with this or that effort, than of the triumph to which they can 
help to lead it! If it were not so would there be the rivalry 
that undoubtedly exists between various charitable activities—rivalry 
that often descends to pleading for support upon altogether personal 
g ounds? “Come along old man,” Ll once heard plead one of these 
who have responded to the Call of Judaism by public work, Give me 
what you can for my list. You know you ought to—you have to 
thank +e for that contract with X & YY!" The answer to the Call 
bout could not have been contemplated as the 
haggling of the counting house and the market place; yet where 
would Judaism be if there were not public workers and if those who 
for one reason and another delight in co-operating with their 


fellows in public efforts, did not devote their energies to matters

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Obituary. 


Pror: ALBERT MICHELSON (Pasadena, U.S.A.). 


Professor Albert Michelson, the famous physicist, whose 
discoveries led Einstein to his theory of relativity, died at Pasadena 
on Saturday at the age of seventy-eight. He was born at Strelno, 
in Germany, in 1852, and when still very young journeyed with his 
parents to the United States. In 1875 he graduated at the Naval 
Academy, where he afterwards became a lecturer in physics and 
chemistry. It was at the Academy that he began his researches into 
the velocity of light relative to the ether. Subsequently, he studied 
in Germany and France, returning to America in 1883 and becoming 
Professor of Physics at Cleveland. There he carried out experinents 
on which the Einstein theory of relativity was subsequently based. 
He visited the International Bureau of Weights and Measures at 
Paris, for the purpose of assisting in establishing the length of the 
international prototype meter. In 1592, he was appointed Professor 
of Physics at the University of Chicago, a post which he held 
until his death: and in 1895 was the first scientist to be created 
Distinguished Service Professor of the Chicago University. During 
the War, Professor Michelson worked for the American Navy. 

Professor Michelson obtained the Nobel Prize in 1907. He was the 
first Jew to receive this distinction. He received the Copley Medal 
of the Roval Society, was a Fellow and Gold Medallist of the Royal 
Astronomical Society, a Corresponding Member of the British 
Association. and an Honorary Member of the Royal Institution and 
the Cambridge Philosophical Society. He held honorary degrees of 
many Universities in Europe and in America, At one time he was 
President of the American Physical Society and of the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science. Professor Michelson 
continued to work at experiments and research up to his death, 
although for some time prior to his decease he was partially 
paralysed. He was a personal friend of Professor Einstein, to whose 
philosophy he materially contributed. 

Pror. ARON DE JOSEPH HAZAN (Smyrna). 

The death has occurred in Smyrna, at the age of eighty-three, of 
Professor Aron de Joseph Hazan, formerly Editor of LA BUENA 
ESPRRANZA, Fifty vears ago, he founded the” Bikour Holim " Society 
in Smyrna, and was largely responsible for the establishment of the 
Alliance Israélite School in that city. 


Rabbi S. TVERSKI, Tsadick of Stanislaw. has died in Vienna, at the 
age of sixty. He was the leader of a large following of Chassidim in the 
Austrian capital, whither he migrated after the War. 

The death has occurred at Rippin, Poland, of Rabbi OsiiER GrRsHON 
LURIF, at the age of eighty. 

Miss NAOMI SIMON, who died last week, and whose funeral was at the 
lloop Lane Cemetery on Sunday, was associated throughout her life with 
the West London (Reform) Synagogue. She was a daughter of the late 
Sir John Simon, Serjeant-at-Law, and Lady Simon. Sir John who died in 
1897, will be remembered as Member of Parliament for Dewsbury, and as 
one of the most distinguished communal leaders of his time.

Meetings of the Board during 1930 truly reflected the dominating 
anxiety of the vast majority of Jews at home and abroad. ‘The 
Board continued to be occupied with muny. of the problems wh 
previously engaged its attention. The treatment of the alien and t!) 
children of the alien, a matter of intimate concern to a community, 
many of whose members represent the first generation of the 
descendants of those who took refuge in the British Empire froin 
the persecution to which the Jews of Eastern Europe were subjc' 
at the end of last century; the defence of Shechita, the ritual!) 
prescribed method of slaughtering animals for food (scientific evi- 
dence of the humaneness of which continues to accumulate) ; the 
endeavour to relieve Jews from the economic penalties to whic! 
Sabbath observance is apt to condemn them in the modern wor! 
the refutation of anti-Semitic calumnies, inspired by that irrationa! 
dislike of the Jew which has made Jewish history a “ vale of tears 
for two thousand years, are among the topics recorded in the repor'.

Steady Increase in Number of Patients. 


CONDITIONS OF THE NURSING STAFF. 


Up-to-date Equipment Installed. 


The Annual Meeting of the London Jewish Hospital was held on 
sunday afternoon at the Westminster Palace Rooms, 
street, S.W. Mrs. L. Liepster, a Vice-President, presided. 

Dr. A. GOODMAN LEvy, the Chairman of the Council, moved the 
sdoption of the Report of the Council and Balance-Sheet, which 
begins with an expression of deep regret at the death during the 
vear of Dr. Anghel Gaster, to whom a tribute is paid. 


The accommodation throughout the year in the In-patient Depart- 
roent, ¢ ntinues the Report, has remained at 108 beds. The number of 
in-patients mlmitted increased to 1.666 from 1.531 in 1929. The total 


atrendances In the Out-patient Department rose from 60,444 in 1929 to 
65,475. chiefly by reason of the increase in the number of patients referred 


(or treatment to special departments. 


fhe Income and Expenditure Account available for maintenance 
nounted to £20,121. In addition to this there were received certain sums 
allocated to capital, making the total receipts for the year £21,541. As 
compared with £24,455 in 1929, they showed a decrease of nearly £5,000. 
» spite of the adverse economic situation, annual subscriptions had been 


vintained ; and monthly and quarterly contributions showed an increase 
vor the previous year's figures. 

Flag Day yielded £518. The three Central Funds (the King Edward's 
[fospital Fend of London, the Hospital Sunday Fund and the Hospital 
saturday Pund) have continued to give generous help.

The financial year ended with an overdraft on the bank, as detailed in 
he Balance-Sheet, of £3,059, an increase of £385. 

Dr. A. GOODMAN LEvy said that during the past year they had 
many calls for apparatus and appliances, some of which, fortunate!:, 
they had been able to provide. Among these were a slit-lamp 
ophthalmoscope for the eye department, a delicate optical instrument 
for detecting slight changes on the surface of the eve; also a 
diathermy apparatus, which was employed for bloodless surgery. A 
consideration of the domestic services had further led to the 
purchase of mechanical refrigerators, to replace unbygienic and 
ineffective ice chambers; and the replacement of all kitchen 
enamelled ware by bright metal utensils. The conditions of life 
of their nursing staff were by no means bad judged by general 

tandards, but there was certainly room for improvement. For 
instance, a considerable part of what was nominally “ off duty ” time 
. was encroached upon by teaching or study, and they felt that nurses 
should bave the full benefit of “ off duty” hours. Again, there was 
insullicient provision for the relief and assistance of night nurses, 
aud the arrangements for the meals at night left something to be 
desired. These difficulties could not be efficiently dealt with without 
sccommodation for relief nurses, which they did not possess. The 
recreation room for nurses was quite inadequate, and there was no 
«partment for study, for which purpose the nurses had to resort to 
the seclusion of an often cold bedroom. Thus, they wanted more, 
and better heated, bedrooms for nurses and much more ample 
facilities for teaching, study and recreation; and this demand 
could only be met by the provision of a separate Nurses’ Home. 
Plans had been drawn up and these had been approved in principle 
by the executive of the King Edward's Hospital Fund. The plans 
included many long desired improvements. They naturally would 
cost money but the whole site could be developed and equipped for a 
sum of £103,000. Frankly he thought there was little prospect of 
their collecting the whole of this sum under present adverse 
economic conditions and a general appeal must be deferred, But 
they had these plans definitely in view, and they submitted them to 
friends of the Hospital in the hope that contributions towards their 
execution might be forthcoming. .The Nurses’ Home was the most 
urgent item, but it was much less expensive to conduct all building 
operations at one time, and the appeal when launched would there- 
fore be for the entire plan. 

The Report and Balance-Sheet, seconded by the Treasurer, Mr, 
Leon Rueff, and supported by the Mayor of Stepney, Councillor 
M. H. Davis, J.P., L.C.C., was carried.

of the Burial Service (to name but a few instances). There can be 
no doubt that this must be regarded as a Jewish Prayer Book; too 
much truncated, it may be, but Jewish nevertheless. 

What is not Jewish is the reference in several places to Hymns, 
Of the material in this Prayer Book if would be possible to make a 
Service Jewish in spirit: whether the Hymns would spoil the effect 
cannot be determined from this volume, since it contains no 
Hymns. but it is generally knowa that many associated with the 
Upper Berkeley Street Congregation object to the Hymns because 
they are notJewish in spiritand are used in Christian worship. [If 
that objection is well-founded, we have the strange phenomenon of 
the usefulness of an otherwise serviceable Prayer Book utterly 
destroyed, from the Jewish point of view, by the addition of non- 
Jewish Hymns in the Jewish Services for which the Prayer Book 
is intended. 

One or two points strike the reader almost at first glance. Some 
of the special prayers give the impression that they were composed 
in English first and then rendered into Hebrew. ‘This is always a 
delicate task, calling for great skill and ability. The Hebrew of 
several of these special prayers does not somehow ring true; it 
sounds like a translation exercise, and is out of all accord with the 
Classical Tradition. It might almost have been better to have pro- 
vided no Hebrew at all in these cases. Take another point. There 
are many Jews in the world who are in doubt as to the propriety of 
reciting prayers for the rebuilding of Jerusalem, or those that have 
reference to sacrifices. Their standpoint may not find general 
acceptance; but a standpoint (rightly or wrongly) it is, and 
the editors of the Praver Book have endeavoured to meet its 
requirements. But is it not going a little too far to print that 
splendid prayer, Psalm 51, without the iast two verses, probably only 
because they mention the rebuilding of Jerusalem and burnt 
offerings and whole offerings? And yet in the Memorial Service 


have 


we read (in the Hebrew), “And mayest thou account all 
his prayers as incense before thee; as sacrifices and burnt 


offerings”! Another point of interest is that in the Marriage 
Service after the bridegroom has pronounced the ancient formula 
(AN 35), the bride also says it. One cannot help asking two 
questions. In the Hebrew the bride's formula is exactly like the 
bridegoom'’s—" Behold thou art consecrated unto me by this ring 
according to the law of Moses and Israel.’ Why in the English 
version are the italicised words omitted? Secondly, while the 
formula has a meaning when uttered by the bridegroom, what is its 
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inwardness when uttered by the bride? One other point in con- 
clusion. In the “Service upon Admission to the Jewish Faith,” the 
Minister prays: “ May (bis) (her) adherence to (his) (her) newly 
chosen faith grow stronger as the years increase.” Do not these 
words lend themselves to an unkind interpretation ? 

Slight as it is, truncated as it is, the book is an interesting and 
useful hddition to the collection of Jewish Prayer Books, ancient 
and modern.

LIFE OF SUSS.” 

“Jew Suss OPPENHEIMER,” by Dr. Curt Elwenspoek—-translated 
by Mr. Edward Cattle—(lHurst and Blackett, 10s. 6d.), is a biography 
of the central character in Feuchtwanger’s famous novel. The 
period 1737 to 1925 boasts a bibliography on Oppenheimer number 
ing nrore than fifty volumes. But here for the first time unlimited 
use has been made of the legal documents and private papers to 
which. under the monarchist régime in Germany, historians had only 
restricted access. Numerous reproductions of contemporary illustri - 
tions and) ub ications—-such as engravings of the chiefcharactersand 
scenes, broadsheets, cartoons, facsimiles of state documénts, pencil! 
notes smuggled out of prison by Siiss— give an added touch of realism. 
But all this mass of documentary material by no means solves the 


strange enigma of Siiss’s personality. It but forms the basis 
for the construction of what the author calls “a work cf 


imaginative psychology.” Joseph Siiss Oppenheimer was born 
m Ileidelberg towards the end of the seventeenth century. by 
dint of his magnetic personality and financial genius, he won the 
contidence of Duke Carl Alexander of Wtrtemberg. During the 
latter's reign from 1733 to 1737, Siiss was the power behind 
the throne. He inhabited a princely dwelling in Stuttgart and, 


despite the fact that he was an “immigrant Jew,” became the centre ° 


of all the social and political life ofthe capital. But when the Duke 
suddenly died from an apoplexy, Suss's fall was as rapid as his rise. 
Ile was arrested and atrociously maltreated in prison, subjected to a 
farcical trial by his political enemies; amid the jeers of the popu. 
lace he was banged in a cage high above the gallows, and his body 
left exposed there for over six years. There can be no doubt con. 
cerning Oppenheimer’s financial and political genius. Economically 
and financially he was indeed a century, or perhaps two centuries. 
before his time, having projected such far-sighted and beneficial 
institutions as the collection and utilisation to good purpose of the 
monies of wards in chancery, the national credit bank, and the 
public pawnsbop. On the other hand, his ingenuity in tapping 
fresh sources of revenue also led him to adopt measures which 
raust rightly be blamed from a social and moral point of view as 
extortionate and ruinous, and which naturally earned him 
hatred: of the Wurtembergers. In this book we lave a graphi 
tketch of the personality of an extraordinary man, who had more 
than the average share of human virtues and weaknesses. And Dr. 
Kliwenspock’s style, which is well rendered in the English transla 
tion. 18 full of many vivid touches, as when he speaks of Siiss’s 
“ American hustle,’ or compares the sedan-chair porters of thos: 
times with the modern taxi-drivers, or mentions how the cighteenth 
century financiers were as intent on the minting of coinage as their 
present-day successors are on the issue of films.

records, the Great Synagogue is particularly rich in relics of 
historic importance, such as_ oil-paintings, engravings and 
embroideries, and a magnificent collection of old silver. This is no 
dry-as-dust catalogue, but contains many items of the greatest 
human interest. Included among these is a ledger of payments for 
watching the cemetery during the years 1818-20, when recently 
buried bodies were liable to be surreptitiously disinterred by the 
“ resurrectionists " for dissection purposes. Some of the Ket ubot, 
or marriage-contracts, are most ornately designed, one even contain. 
ing the Royal coat-of-arms; and several of them throw interesting 
light on Jewish activities during the Napoleonic Wars. One Syna. 
gogue proclamation enjoins silence during the reading of the Book of 
Esther on Purim, traditionally interrupted with marks of execration 
for the villain of the piece by the "Haman Klappers.” A memorandum. 
book of congregational business contains a complaint by the 
Treasurer of the New Synagogue in 1826 that he was assaulted by a 
certain member for not letting his wife have a front seat. There are 
also a number of extraneous records referring either to congregations 
now extinct, such as King’s Lynn and Penzance, or to bodies like the 
Russo-Jewish Committee; and all of these Dr. Roth recommends 
should be deposited in the Mocatta Library. The records of the 
three original “City” congregations—the Great, the Hambro’ and the 
New Synagogues—have already been transferred, on Dr. Roth's 
suggestion, to a specially built Muniment Room in the offices of the 
United Synagogue. ilere it is hoped that they will be utilised by 
research students who may wish to pursue investigations into the 
valuable material here first classified with such pious care,

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The Education Aid Society. 


; Twenty-fifth Year. 
[From a Correspondent.} 


The Education Aid Society will celebrate its twenty-fifth birth. 
day in the next few weeks. The moment seems opportune to cal! 
attention to the valuable work, all too little known to the Com. 
munity, which it has been carrying on for the past quarter-of.a- 
century. 

The object of the Society is to assist gifted young Jews and 
Jewesses of humble means to obtain the education necessary to fit 
them for careers for which they are marked out by their natural 
talents. Not only does it advance them*money required for their 
education (help being given only by way of loan) but it keeps io 
close and sympathetic touch with them ]throughout the years of 
studenthood, offers them advice and assistance at every stage, and 
on the completion of their trainivg uses its influenee to launch them 
upon the careers that they have chosen. 

But it must not be supposed that this help is indiscriminately 
given. The Society is no sentimental scatterer of educational 
largess. Young persons whose abilities are not commensurate 
with their aspirations, appeal to it in vain. The benefit of the 
Society's experience and advice is, however, at the disposal of any 
who care to seek it; small sums may occasionally be advanced to 
some deserving student of moderate ability who, in the final stages 
of an academic course, finds himself in urgent need of a few pounds 
to enable him to complete it. But no case is formally adopted, 
which implies that, subject to satisfactory progress and conduct, 
the Society guarantees whatever financial or other assistance 
may be necessary to see the student through his educational 
course, unless the Society is satisfied that his abilities are such as 
to ensure his passing the highest educational tests, and practising 
with distinction the art or profession of his choice. 

Disappointments are, of course, inevitable. Occasionally the 
swans turn out to be geese. More often ill-health or other adverse 
circumstances defeat the best-founded hopes. More than one 
promising musical or artistic carcer bas been frustrated by long 
years of economic depression. But for the most part, the Society 
ean look back on its twenty-five vears of work with unalloyed 
satisfaction. 

No less than forty-two successful medical practitioners owe 
their career to the Society's help; scientists, chemists, engineers, 
teachers, civil-servants and professional men of all kinds, not only 
in this country but all over the world are among its protégés. In 
Music it can boastgof having trained a number of well-known 
executants and teachers; in Art, at least half-a-dozen of its old 
students have made their mark among the younger artists of the 
day. Of individual cases special reference may be made to one who 
holds a post of the highest importance in the Indian Civil Service ; to 
another who has achieved high distinction as a poet, a littérateur 
and a novelist; to a third who is a University professor. But for 
the support of the Society the greater part of all this talent would 
have been lost to the world. 

But the work is expensive and a large measure of financial 
support is required if the best results are to be obtained. It is true 
that, in the long run, much of the money expended. ought to find its 
way back to the Society's coffers in the form of re-payments. But 
though these have shown a gratifying. increase in recent years, no 
less than £3,618 having been repaid in the years 1927 to 1930, and 
though ultimately the Society may even hope to become self- 
supporting, that time is as yet far distant. Meanwhile, if deserving 
applicants are not to be rejected for lack of funds—a tragedy which 
so far has been avoided—a great effort must be made to increase the 
Society's painfully small subscription list. 

If only some of the readers of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE could 
attend some of the Society's meetings, they would hear tales of 
pathos and heroism calculated to unloose the tightest of purse- 
strings. They would hear of flowers of art and music blossoming 
painfully in Stepney cellars; of Russian refugees, who have come 
to this country without a penny in their pockets or a word of 
English on their lips, reading for Honours Degrees at London 
University while they finance themselves precariously by teaching 
Hebrew; of hawkers and tailors endeavouring to obtain Degrees by 
burning midnight oil after long hours at the barrow or the press ; 
of students who literally starve themselves in the pursuit of know- 
ledge. “ Slow rises worth by poverty depressed,” said Dr. Johnson. 
[t is to accelerate the rise and relieve the struggle that the Society 
exists, Subscriptions and donations should be sent to the Hon.

Tomato Dishes. 


Tomato Pie. 
Tomatoes. ] Bread crumbs. 
Three or four Spring onions. Saltand pepper. 
Butter, 2 ozs 


SCALD the tomatoes: remove the skins and cnt into thick slices, 
Thickly butter a fireproof dish. Put in a layer of tomatoes and chopped 
onion, season with salt and pepper and add a thin layer of bread crumbs, 
Continue nntil the tomatoes are finished, having the top layer bread 
crumbs. Melt th: iining butter. Pour it over and bake in a moderate 
oven until nicely browned. 


Tomato and Pineapple Salad. 


(HOOSE some large firm tomatoes ; remove the pulp. Mix this pulp 
With some pineapple cut into small dice. Add a little finely chopped 
parsiey and cayenne, and fill the tomato cases with this mixture. Pour 


a spoonful of mayonnaise sauce on top of each. Sprinkle with chopped 
parsicy and arrange on a bed of lettuce leaves. 


Poached Eggs on Tomato Rice. 


Rice, 2023. Butter, 2 ozs. 
Tomatoes thy Salt and pepper. 
One onion. Poached eggs. 


Put the rice in a saucepan with a quart of cold water. Stir till 
boiling, then cook cently for ten minutes. Turn into a colander and run 
cold water over: then put the rice in a double saucepan. Add the skinned 


and sliced tomatoes, the chopped onion and a teaspoonful of salt. Pour 
over one pint of boiling water and cook until the rice is soft and almost 
dry. Then add the butter and a little pepper. Turn on to a hot dish; 
make little hollows with a spoon and place a neatly poached egg on each. 


Tomatoes with Nuts. 


Sutter, salt, pepper. 


Bread crumbs, | teacupful. Rounds of buttered toast. 
hopped nuts ipfual. 
CUT a slice off each tomato and scoop out the pulp. Put this in a 


saucepan With an ounce of butter. Cover and stew for ten minutes, then 
rub through a siev: \dd the bread crumbs and nuts to the tomato pulp; 
season to taste and, if too dry, add a little ailed butter. Fill the tomato 
cases with this mixture: sprinkle with bread crumbs and put a small 
f each. Place on a greased baking dish and bake 
in a moderate oven till tender. Serve on rounds of hot buttered toast.

No. 601.—Rabbinic Love Stories. 
My Dear Covusty, 

Are there any love stories in the Talmud? 2 lady asked me 
recently. 

Mindful of the advice of that ancient teacher with a strange 
name, Ben Bag-Bag, that if you turn over the pages of the Talmud 
you are likely to find everything in them, I sought and found 
sufficient material to be able to answer in the affirmative. Love 
plays so important a réle in life, and bas done so ever since the 
world began, that it would be passing strange if Rabbinic literature 
did not concern itself with the theme. There is many a wise saw 
in the Talmud about love ‘and marriage; our modern novelists, 
almost all of whom depict one or other aspect of love, might well 
find stimulus in them for their thought. 

Some of the Rabbinic love maxims have been popularised in 
many languages. Who. for example, has not heard the witty reply 
of the daughter of Rabban Gamliel to one of the Emperors? The 
Roman sovereign once playfully remarked to Rabban Gamliel, ~ Your 
God is a thief! He caused a deep sicep to fall upon Adam and took 
away one of his ribs.” “ Let mé answer him,” pleaded the Rabbi's 
daughter. Turning to the roval presence she said, “I have a case 
for judgment. Last night we were visited by robbers who, taking 
away a casket of silver, left behind one of gold.” To whom the 
Emperor: “ Would that robbers of this sort came to me every day!” 
“ Sach precisely,” retorted the Rabbi's daughter, ~ was the experi- 
ence of Adam. God teck from bim a rib but cave him a wife in 
return!” 

Those Rabbis of old must bave realised the difficulty of true 
mating. A Roman matron once asked Rabbi Yose ben Chalafta, “In 
how many days did your God make the world?” “In six,” came the 
answer. “And what has your God been doing since then?” the 
lady continued. The Rabbi's reply was precise: “ The Holy One; 
blessed be He, is engaged in bringing couples together—this girl for 
that husband, and that girl for this.’

The girl kept 
her troth, refusing the suitors that came to woo; and in order to | 
rid of them feigned madness. She waited and wa‘ted. The man 
returned to his native town, forgot the troth he had plighted, and 
married. Two children were born to him and his wife; one lost its 
life by falling into a well and the other was killed byaweasel. The 
wife was alarmed, and asked her husband if he could account for the 
unnatural death of their children. Then he bethought him of b's 
plighted troth, and told his wife. She insisted that he should keep 
his word; separated from him; and advised him to go and find the 
maiden who had been so strangely affianced to him. He sought and 
found her and they lived happily ever after. ' 

it is noteworthy that in the last two stories the woman is the 
heroine. S> also in the next, which deals with a lady of Zidon. She 
had been married for ten years and was still childless. She and her 
husband came to Rabbi Simon ben Yochai and informed him that they 
had decided to part. The Rabbi said : “ Just as you had a Marriage 
Feast, so you had best have a Separation Feast.” This they did, 
arranging a merry party at which the wine flowed freely. In the 
midst of the feast the husband spoke thus to the wife: “ My dear, 
choose what you most desire in my horse and take it with you to 
your father’s house.”

“And Jonathan said to David: Go in peace, forasmuch as we 
have sworn both of ws in the name of the Lord, saying : The Lord be 
netween thee and me, and between my seed and thy seed for ever.’— 
1. Sam,, @2. #2. 

It is probably due to the turn of a phrase— to-morrow is the 
New Moon"’—that part of the story of the friendship of David and 
Jonathan finds a place among our Haftarahs. Its inclusion may 
suggest, however, the advantage of piecing together the whole story 
from the various chapters of the First Book of Samuel. It forms a 
romance, moving and delightful, aptly described by David himself 
as he mourns the passing of his life-long friend: “ Thy love to me 
was wonderful, passing the love of women.’ The story begins 
in the early youth of these two lads, so different in upbringing, so 
contrasted in their apparent prospects. It is in the royal palace 
that Jonathan, the king's son and heir, first meets David, the 
shepherd boy. David, who with the stone and the sling, had slain the 
Philistine, is brought before Saul by Abner, the commander-in-chief, 
with the head of Goliath in his hand. He is a little ruddy shepherd 
boy facing the great king, who can think of nothing better to say to 
him than to ask him whose son he is. The sight of this lad, whose 
faith and courage had rid the artnies of Israel from lasting reproach, 
awakens all the hero-worship in the heart of the king's son. “And 
it came to pass, when he had made an end of speaking unto Saul, that 
the soul of Jonathan was knit with the soul of David, and Jonathan 
loved him as his own soul. And Jonathan and David made a 
covenant because he loved him as his own soul. And Jonathan 
stripped himself of the robe that was upon him, and gave it to 
David, and his garments even to his sword and to his bow 
and to his girdle.” (1 Samuel, xviii, 1, 3, 4). The hero-worship 
of young and ardent souls is not unusual. But it seldom 
survives the test of life’s exigencies. And where interests are 
apt to clash, friendship- too often fails. The noteworthy features 
of Jonathan's love for David were its absolute disinterestedness and 
its survival to the end of Jonathan's life, despite the natural forces 
that seemed to wage war on it. When David's growing popularity 
among the people awakens Saul's violent jealousy, Jonathan remains 
true to his friend, and is able to do so while remaining loyal also to 
the king, his father. When Saul points out to him that his friend- 
ship will endanger his own position as heir to the throne of Israel, 
Jonathan still maintains that youthful covenant of peace and 
friendship. Our Haftarah recalls how Jonathan uses his father's 
threats against his friend, as an opportunity for reaffirming 
that covenant and making it sacred between them for all time. 
There are two stories running side by side in these chapters. Saul's 
implacable batred, his hunting and persecution of David, and Jona- 
than’s constant intervention on his friend's behalf. On the one 
hand we see Saul’s gloomy eye fixed on David,the javelin he hurls 
to pin him to the wall; the cries of Saul’s soldiers as they huat the 
fugitive from cave to cave and from hill to hill. Such cruelty may 
have been in the mind of the man who sang “ Jealousy is cruel as 
the grave, the coals thereof are coals of fire.’ But the verse that 
‘ollows.in the Song of Songs may well describe the other picture of 
Jonathan's friendship. “Many waters cannot quench love, neither 
can the floods drown 

To save David from his father's open violence or secret treachery, 
Jonathan never fails to expostulate and protest on the one hand, 
and to warn his friend of the danger that besets him on the other. 
The disifiterestedness of his friendship constantly shows itself 
throughoutthe narrative. Jonathan's conduct is so wonderfully free 
from all taint of jealousy. As David rises above Saul, as the people 
give him first place in their songs, jealousy creeps into Saul’s spirit. 
He too had loved David. But-the shining angel of love changes into 
the dark demon of hatred. It was otherwise with Jonathan. He 
sees himself surpassed by David, and yet remains his faithful friend. 
ndeed, one reason for his love is that very superiority that David 
has secured. He knows that, brave soldier as he is, he is no longer 
the greatest soldier in Israel, that he must take his place 
below this shepherd from the wilderness. But he has- true 
greatness enough, and real goodness enough, to recognise and 
rejoice in the gifts that God has granted to another. Again, 
it is remarkable how Jonathan is able to remain true to his 
friend, without ever being false to his father. His position is 
one of great and constant difficulty. It is a miracle of conduct 
possible only to a noble soul, that his virtues as a friend never pre- 
vent the exercise of his duties as a son. His father counts his son's 
friend as his greatest foe, and fights against him with relentless 
cruelty. And yet Jonathan stands between them both, and is to each 
of them what a son and a friend ought to be. Amid all the strife and 

conflict between Saul and David there is no incident of which it can 
be said that there Jonathan forgot his friendship. He never forsakes 
Continued in next column). 


NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


Sabbath 93°%63, Numbers I. i -iv., 20. 


1,51. “The common man that draweth nigh.” The verb 2°) 
is here employed in a special and technical sense. In Hebrew 2) 
is used of a person who is attendant on a king and as such has 
freedom of approach to him. Thus in Ezekiel xxiii., 5, Israel is 
denounced for too close a friendship with men of Assyria who are 
described as D'A™MP. The word is wrongly translated “ neighbours,” 
because the context clearly shows that the ruling class is intended, 
since the next verse defines them as “ clothed with blue” and con- 
tinues “ governors and rulers.” So again in verse 12, “ She doted 
upon the Assyrians, governors and rulers, men of high standing 
(°3MP) clothed most gorgeously.” A similar usage will be found 
in Esther i., 14 where the king’s intimate counsellor is called SMP" 


XN. The term is likewise applied to the priests as ministers 
of God; see Levit. x, 3, Ezek. xlii, 18, xliii, 19. Compare also the 
Rabbinic idiom Mma>5ad amp. The adjective accordingly denotes 
“ a privileged person” and from it a verb is formed with this tech- 
nical meaning. A clear instance of its use occurs in Exod. xii, 48, 
“ Let every male be circumcised and then he is privileged (2°/)") 
to keep it (viz., the Passover) and is like one that is born in the 
land.” So again in Exod. xxviii, 1. does not mean bring 
near,” but confer the privileged status upon.” Therefore in the 
present verse the sense must be “ the unqualified person who acts as 
though he was privileged.” 

Verse 52. “Every man with his own standard.” The word S37 
is of uncertain origin and meaning. We are accustomed to translate 
it by “ banner, standard.’ Modern scholars, however, are doubtful 
as to the correctness of the rendéring. Buchanan Gray definitely 
rejects it and prefers a word like “company” as a more accurate 
equivalent of the Hebrew. In this translation be has the support of 
the Ancient Versions. The Septuagint renders here by “ leadership,’ 
i.c., the situation of his leader; although in the next chapter it gives 
“standard.” The Targum consistently uses the word NOPD, which 
means “a company.’ Curiously enough that is the way the word is 
explicitly defined in Rabbinic literature. In the Midrash Rabba 
(Exodus xv.) we read MINSY NON OI TN “ Degalim means nothing 
else than hosts,’ and in this sense the term is usually employed by 
the Rabbis. Similarly in Arabic dajjal means “a company of men 
journeying together.” 

An objection to understanding 535 as a division of an arm is 
that we never come across the phrase 53 Ww * commanding officer 
of a degel” as we find N23 Wor 5h Ww or W with “ thousands, 
hundreds and fifties.’ Moreover in Song of Songs ii, 4, the words 
mann can only mean “his banner over me is love.” 

A close study of the root was made by Delitzsch in his Proleg- 
omena, pp. 58ff. from the standpoint of Assyriology. In Assyrian 
the meaning is certainly “ banner.” He quotes from a Psalm to the 
Sun-god, “Thou (O Sun) art the light of the ends of the distant 
heaven, thou art the banner (diglu) of the broad earth.’ Whereas 
the root has been usually connected with the Arabic dajal “to 
cover,’ in the sense of the flag which covered the pole, Delitzsch 
has now proved that the root-meaning is “to look at.” The 57 
was, accordingly, the ensign which was regarded as the rallying. 
centre of a body of men, A trace of that meaning is preserved in 
the phrase 722359 527 “ observed by myriads” (Song v., 10), and 
Psalm xx., 6, should not be translated “In the name of our God we 
will set up our standards ” (5373), but “ we will look (with confidence) 
upon the name of our God.” 

The probability is that from the original meaning © banner” 
was derived the later significance, as found in the Midrash, of “a 
body of men who followed the same flag.” 

Verse 53. “That there be no wrath.” The same word is used 
in connection with the revolt of Korah (xvii.. 11), when certain 
Levites wished to usurp the privileged position of the priests. 
An illustration of what was meant is furnished by the incident of 
Uzzah who touched the Ark and was struck dead as a punishment 
(If Samuel vi, 7). The men of Beth-Shemesh were severely 
smitten because they had presumed to look into the Ark (I Samuel 
vi, 19). The purpose behind the prohibition, which forbade the 
layman to approach the holy chest, was obviously to preserve its 
sanctity and safeguard it against the contempt which would 
naturally result from familiarity. The Ark was intended to inspire 
that sense of awe and mystery Which, according to modern views, 
lies at the very roct of religious feeling ; and that aim would have 
been forfeited if the sacred furniture could be freely handled by any 
member of the Community.

ce As & result, “ Montefiore ” in 1930 was considerably over-taxed, 
a and Dutch Jewry were called upon to deal. with an increasingly 


difficult situation at a time when the Community itself was being 
faced with its own economic crisis following upon general unemploy- 
ment. 

In the circumstances it says much for the public spirit and for 
the magnificent management of the Shelter that the vear ended 
with a deficit of only 2,200 guldens (less than £200). 

The Shelter, during 1930, facilitated emigration in a large 
number of cases, and succeeded in obtaining permits for an old lady 
who, for reasons of health had been detained in the home for three 
years, and for a young girl whose detention for a similar reason had 
extended for seven years, to proceed to America there to join their 
respective families. 

The future position of the Shelter is for the present very 
uncertain owing to the difficulty in obtaining funds, the falling. 
off of subscriptions, and the absence of any signs of decreasing 
immigration.

Arrests of Hitlerists. 


Undoing Dr. Frick’s Work in Thuringia. 
\From a Correspondent.—BERLIN.| 


__ As @ result of many months’ efforts to discover the organise" of 
the Hitlerist riot against Jewish shops and businesses in Octobe" 
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1930, the day of the opening of the Reichstag, the authorities have 
at last succeeded in arresting a person who is believed to have been 
the ringleader of the disturbances. The person in question is Herr 
Kietzewski, who is believed to have directed the attack on the shop 
windows of the Jewish firms in Leipziger Strasse in October, besides 
being responsible for many other anti-Jewish excesses. Herr Kiet- 
vewski will now be tried for organising the riot. Nineteen of his 
associates, who were arrested at the time of the riot, have already 
been tried. 

The Hitlerist leader, Deputy Goebbels, has been sentenced to 
imprisonment for one month and to pay a fine of 1,500 marks (£75) 
on eight charges, including one of insulting the Jewish Vice. 
President of the Berlin Police, Dr. Weiss. He was acquitted on the 
charge of insulting the Jewish religion. 

With the fall of the Hitleriet Minister of the Interior and 
Education, Dr. Frick, the new Thuringian Cabinet hes begun to 
undo his work. The first act of the new Cabinet was to decree the 
annulment of the order for the dismissal of the Director of the 
Weimar National Theatre, Dr. Pretorius, on the ground that his 
wife was a Jewess.

When Helene Mayer of Offenbach and her brother won the 
iuternational championship of fencing for Germany—both orthodox 
Jews—the Nazis could not find sufficient words of praise for those 
two typical Germans, the Heyers ! 

The other day the Nazi Press published one of Heine's famous 
poems, remarked that it was the work of a true and typical German, 
‘hat it was a pity the Fatherland did not produce more men of such 
grit. and signed the poem Grimm.

(From our Parliamentary Correspondent.) 


Houses OF COMMONS. 


I understand that a further meeting took place at the Colonial 
Office on Wednesday of this week between Dr. Drummond Shiels, 
Under-Secretary for the Colonies, and others on the Government 
side, and Dr. Weizmann and his colleagues as representing the 
Zioniste. [| am able to state that the opposition offered by the 
Zionists tothe proposed appointment of Sir John Hope Simpson as 
Chairman of the Development Commission has met with success, as 
the Government have decided to yield to the Zionist demand that 
Sir John should not be chosen. By adopting a very firm attitude, 
Dr. Weizmann bas been able to get his own way and has once again 
confirmed the view of those who have all along maintained that the 
Zionists bave surrendered a good deal of ground unnecessarily by 
showing too great a readiness to accept every Government proposal. 


Mr. Strickland, Dr. Weizmann’s Nominee. 

It now seems almost settled that the Chairman of the Develop. 
ment Commission will be Mr. Strickland, who is a permanent official 
connected with the India Office. He is the nominee of Dr. 
Weizmann, who has strongly insisted on his appointment, . and 
Government approval is now regarded as certain. (Inadvertently 
Mr. Strickland’s name has been confused with that of Lord Strick- 
land, who has, of course, no connection with Palestine. Owing to 
an unfortunate error, several members of the Government were led 
into the same mistake and I was consequently misled). As I 
indicated last week, Mr. Strickland’s former activities in Palestine 
fully qualify him for the latest post. He is enthusiastically 
interested in problems of co-operation, land, etc., and while his last 
report on the vexed question of interest exacted from the Palestine 
fellahin was regarded as reactionary in Government circles, it is 
now conceded that the Zionists have made out a good case for his 
appointment, 

With the removal! of the difficulty with regard to the Chairman- 
ship as a result of Wednesday's meeting, the Government will now 
proceed withthe Development Scheme, which will in all probability be 
submitted to the House of Commons in all its details at an early 
date. Vigorous opposition will, as I have already pointed out in 
recent weeks, be offered by Labour Members in particular, unless 
the Government are able to satisfy them that the Scheme is likely 
to be of benefit to the Jews as well as to the Arabs. 


Mr. Michael Marcus's Appointment. 


Mr. Michael Marcus, M.P., who has been appointed Parliamen. 
tary Private Secretary to the Under-Secretary of State for Scotland, 
tells me that his acceptance of the post will not prevent him from 
continuing bis Zionist activities or criticising Government policy 
on Palestine, if such a course is considered necessary. Mr. Marcus 
will continue to act as Secretary of the Palestine Parliamentary 
Committee. 


The Next High Commissioner. 


Before the summer is ended, Sir John Chancellor, the present 
High Commissioner for Palestine, will vacate his post, and it 
will fall to the Government to appoint his successor. Who 
will fill the vacancy? Many names are mentioned, including 
those of Colonel Wedgwood, M.P., and Commander Kenworthy, 
M.P., both of whom are thoroughly acquainted with the details 
of the situation in Palestine. Colonel Wedgwood, according 
to latest reports, could not be expected to undertake such 
a strenuous task in the present state of his health; but 
Commander Kenworthy would make an admirable choice. Although 
he is strongly pro-Zionist, he is on terms of friendship with 
many prominent Arabs in Palestine; and there is reason to 
believe that if the Zionists pressed for his appointment, the Govern- 
ment would be inclined to agree. In political circles, Commander 
Kenworthy is very highly thought of, and his championship of the 
Jewish Cause from time to time does not require to be recalled in 
these columns, 

After Lord Passfield ? 


The resignation of Lord Passfield from the Colonial Secretary- 
ship is also regarded as certain in the early summer, and there are 
the usual rumours as to his likely successor. From a usually weil- 
informed source I hear that there will be close competition between 
Lord Noel-Buxton and Mr. J. H. Thomas. When the former gave up 
his post as Minister of Agriculture and was elevated to the Peerage, 
it was generally understood at Westminster that he would succeed 
Lord Passfield at the earliest opportunity; but there has been 
unexpected delay over the latter's resignation which is now 
imminent. Mr. Thomas, who is now Secretary for the Dominions, 
is understood to be anxious to ré-unite the posts of Dominion and 
Colonial Secretaries, and to fill them both as he did during the

It saw, as we!!, 
to cultural, social and religious needs. They had establishe ° 
employment system, provided dental treatment and sex education: 
had established religious services, more especially for the High 
Festivals, and had facilities for lectures. Any body which attemp'ed 
to be directive or dictatorial would fail. Why wae no indication 
given of any religious work for the proposed Federation? Ther? 
was no desire or need for such an Organisation, but if it was created 
& name should be selected not to clash with that of the Organisation 
which he represented, and the name should also indicate is 
Ziomist bias. 

__ Alderman A. A. (Council for Jewish Adult Educatio™) 
said that the A.J.Y. could not prove that it had effeeted co-ordinatio" 
except the provision of ofub premises, small libraries, sports 2°4 
religious services on the Hige Festivale—allt very usefu! work.

Association of Jewish Friendly Societies. 


Col. C. Waley Cohen Withdraws from the Agency. 
[From our Friendly Society Correspondent. | 


residing at last week's meeting of the Association, Lieut.-Col. 
CHARLES WALEY COHEN, C.M.G., announced his decision to withdraw 
from the British Section of the Agency. It will be recalled that on 
an earlier occasion Col. Waley Cohen described this body as a 
“superstructure of busybodies.” Although he does not directly 
represent the Association on the Jewish Agency, his membership 
has generally been regarded as an unofficial recognition of the 
place occupied by the Jewish Friendly Society movement in this 
country. 

At the Association’s meeting, Col. WALEY COHEN did not mince 
words with regard to the Jewish Agency, which he said had failed to 
create a really effective administrative machine, although promises 
had been made. Practical and constructive proposals which he had 
himself put forward had been ignored. He went on to say that 
if such proposals had been carried into execution, the position in 
Palestine would have been better and the financial position of 
the Agency itself immensely stronger. The creation of the separate 
Emergency Fund and the briefing of Sir Boyd Merriman, K.C., were 
decisions to which he had expressed opposition. When told that 
some £50,000 was to be spent on legal expenses he emphatically 
opposed. He preferred co-operation with the Zionist Organisation 
which would go on even though the Agency ceased to exist. “Put 
your backs into the Zionist Organisation if you want to do some- 
thing to help Palestine,” he concluded. The general note of the 
discussion which followed was to commend Col. Waley Cohen's 
willingness to co-operate with the Zionist Organisation, although 
one speaker (Mr. E. Goldman) deplored the President's statement 
from the point of view of the. Friendly Society position. 


Recent Activities of the Association. 


Mr. S. BINDERMAN, as Chairman of the Executive, reported on 
recent activities, most of which are in the nature of enquiries inte 
the possibility of drawing up schemes for the movement. The 
Association has been urged to take steps on behalf of the orphan 
children of members of Friendly Societies, but there would appear 
to be insuperable obstacles in the way of establishing the Orphanage, 
which has been in the minds of certain enthusiasts. Many dis- 
cussions have been held on this subject, but in the absence of 
reliable information as to the uumber of orphans and their 
individual circumstances, no definite opinion can be formed as to 
the extent of the need. The Association is now appealing to the 
public to come forward with particulars of cases, and judgment 
on this issue will be suspended until the result of this appeal 
is known. A few Jewish widows may be affected by the new 
Government Bill, and steps are to be taken to help them to make 
application in support of their claims. The Convalescent Home at 
Birchington is in a flourishing position, according to its Chairman, 
Alderman Kershaw, who announced that meetings are to be 
held in the Provinces to increase its contributing membership. 
Although there are over 23,000 regularly paying members, 
there are distinct gaps in certain cities. In Manchester, for 
mstance, out of 3,680 members who might possibly contribute, 
only some 860 do.so. A resolution moved by Mr. Michael Levy 
which asked the Conference to establish a group under the Hospital 
Savings Association, to which members could voluntarily subscribe, 
was carried. Alderman A. Kershaw and Messrs. Percy Cohen and 


Michael Levy, were re-elected to represent the Association on the 
Deputies of British Jews.

Prize Distributions. 


Central Synagogue Classes. 

The annual prize distribution to the pupils of the Central 
Synagogue Classes was held on Sunday morning in the Board Room of 
the Synagogue, 36, Hallam Street, W. Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER, M.A., 
the Director of Jewish Education, presided; and Mrs. Adler dis- 
tributed the prizes. 

In the absence of the Honorary Officers of the Synagogue, Mr. 
H. JACOBS extended a welcome to Mr. and Mrs. Herbert M. Adler. 

The Rev. MicHAEL ApLER, B.A., D.S.O., the Hon. Superintendent 
of the Classes, said that the progress of the Classes continued to be 
very satisfactory, their numbers having increased from eighty-eight 
last year to one hundred and two. A very small number of their 
children belonged to members of their Synagogue. For the first time 
for many years, the accounts at the end of 1930 closed with a deficit of 
£16. During the past year, the Norwood Orphanage Aid Society, which 
was run in connection with their Classes, collected in small sums the 
total of £42, four Life Governorship Certificates being awarded. 
The whole of the work of carrying on this Society had been in the 
capable bands of Miss Spielman. Mr, Adler read a report of the 
examiner issued on behalf of the Education Supervision Committee 
of the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes. The Examiner reports 
that he is “ quite satisfied that the work is carried out in accordance 
with the syllabus provided, and that the standard is consistent with 
the hours of teaching.” 

The CHAIRMAN said that in the Whitfield Street, L.C.C. 
School, where those Classes met, there was another set of Classes— 
the Camden Town Talmud Torah——being conducted in the very same 
building at the same time. The Classes had great difficulty in 
making ends meet. How much better it would be if both Classes 
were made into one. 

The Rev. MicHArnt ADLER said that since their last prize 
distribution, a play-centre for children had been opened at the 
West Central Boys’ Club. He would like the parents to send 
their children there instead of allowing them to play in the streets. 


Harlesden Synagogue Classes. 


The first distribution of prizes to the pupils of the newly-formed 
Harlesden Congregational Classes was held on Sunday at the 
Friends’ Meeting House, Park Parade, N.W. Mr. H. Morgenstern 
presided, and Mrs. S. Weinstein distributed the awards. 

Mr. RockMAN, the Headmaster, gave a satisfactory report of the 
work of the Classes during the past six months. The number of 
pupils on the roll is thirty-three, and the Classes are held twice a 
week at the Furness Road Schools. Tribute was paid by the Chair- 
man and the Headmaster to Dayan Lazarus who, they stated, had 
been instrumental in starting the movement for the establishment 
of the Classes. 

In the course of an address, Dayan LAZARUS, Rabbi, said that he 
hoped that it would not be long before they obtained a permanent 
Synagogue and increased class-room accommodation. 

Mr. Hersertr M. ADLER, M.A., said that the Hebrew word was a 
bond between their brethren throughout the world. Their children 
were never too small to understand a sense of responsibility. A 
Barmitzvah boy was made to feel part and parcel of the whole 
Community. It gave him a great sense of responsibility, Mr. 
Adler urged the parents to let their children share in the beautiful 
Jewish home ceremonies. 


Councillor Dr. BripGes congratulated the 
successful beginning. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the Harlesden Congregation were 
ready to become afliliated to the United Synagogue. At a recent 
meeting of the Committee, it was decided to make efforts to secure 
a permanent Synagogue, Classrooms and facilities for a Literary 
and Social Society. He appealed for more financial assistance.

To Aid Yeshibot. 


A public meeting was held on Sunday, in the roonrs of the 
Talmud Torah, in order to arouse a deeper interest in the welfare 
and progress of the Yeshibot abroad.

Rabbi LurRiz gave his experience of the effectiveness of 
Yeshibot for the Torah and Judaism generally. 

Rabbi UNTEeRMAN said that in Liverpool they had already done 
& great deal in the way of giving both moral and financial support 
to the Yeshibot abroad. 

Rabbi Dr. HerzoG said that the study of the Rabbinical litera- 
ture was the one which was more effective in giving the Jew his 
high place in the world than the study of any other subject. It 
would be an unspeakable tragedy if those Yeshibot were made to 
close their doors through lack of support. 

The Rev, Dr. J. ABELSON, M.A., in proposing a vote of thanks to 
the visitors, agreed that the time was ripe for doing something per- 
manently to endow those places of learning. He referred to the 
fact that from time to time they were visited by learned gentlemen 
from abroad who said they were collecting for these Institutions, but 
the difficulty wes to distinguish between those who were genuinely 
doing 80 by authority and those who were not.

Music and Drama. 


LEAN HARVEST (St. Martin's). 

What a miserable affair Mr. Ronald Jeans, the author of this play, 
must think human existence to be. After he has demonstrated that much 
money and little money lead alike to misery and pain and hateful 
relationships, one begins to wonder why drag in moneyatall? Obviously 
the seeds of human misery are in humanity itself and money is no more 
the root of all evil than the inertia of nitrogen, the chemical founda- 
tion of explosives, is the root of all wars. Mr. Jeans’ dialogue is 
witty, natural, and cleverly chosen. His characters are—well the most 
contemptible drivellers, even ineluding the money-grubbing Nigel 
(brilliantly played by Leslie Banks), that one is over likely to meet in 
real life. And the trouble is that they do exist in real life. Diana 
Wynyard is condemned to spend her superb charm on a mean-souled 
character with the morality of a Jackal. J. A. Roberts has the sad task 
of depicting the descent from manhood to mental “footlery.” He 
performs his réle with all too impressive artistry. Nigel Bruce gives a 
brilliant study of a “tame tom cat” part. The whole production is 
admirably carried out and the large cast are all very satisfactory. I 
suppose this is the real equivalent in England of what Chehov did in 
Russia—it is very clever end to a point intensely true, but in Mr. Jeans’ 


recipe for reproducing real life he has left cut the salt, and that makes all 
the difference, | G. J. 


THE LAND OF SMILES (Drury Lane). 


The lot of the understudy must be a weary one, and it was certainly 
a stroke of luck for Robert Naylor that Richard Tauber was taken iJ] 
after the first night of this piece. Mr. Naylor's performance on Monday 
mace one feel very forcibly that luck is altogether too big an ingredient 
in success, for it is quite preposterous that anyone of Mr. Naylor's quite 
excepiional attainments should have to skulk behind scenes waiting for the 
first significant sneeze from Mr. Heslopor Mr. Tauber. Mr. Naylor's voice 
is remarkably pure, rich, clean and powerful ; he sings without affectation 
and always dead on the note ; his vocal control is excellent, his interpreta- 
tion unexceptionable ; nor did he show any sign of tiring. The evening was 
an unqualified triumph for him. Renée Bullard’s voice was less even, 
though always true and pleasant, and her stage presence lacked grace. 
Hella Kiirtz had none of her vocal ability, but more than made up the 
deficiency histrionically: hers was indeed a particularly clever piece of 
work. The piece ilself is just a vehicle for Franz Léhar’s music, which 
grows more complcx with the years. Itseems ungrateful not to welcome 
this composer's cxtreme scrupulousness, for he always gives a progres- 
sive best, but there were moments when I longed for the joyous tuncful- 
ness of “The Merry Widow,” in place of music that too often suggested 
the bad things of Grand Opera without supplying the good things. This 
is not to suggest that Léhar has entirely lost his melodic facility, for 
“You are My Heart's Delight,” will deservedly be played all over London, 
and it is (thank Heaven and in spite of its being sung by a Chinese Prince) 
a good old-fashioned Viennese waltz. F.G.S. 


THE HAIRY APE (Ambassadors). 

One is accustomed to expect strang meat from Eugene O'Neill. And 
“The Hairy Ape” does not disappoint. The play deals with the mental 
struggles of a ship's stoker who is tryingto “ find himself.” Glorying in 
his magnificent physical strength which enables him, as he believes, to 
drive the ship, he is conscious of a feeling of superiority to those useless 
members of society who are dependent on his efforts. The horror which 
his half-naked, brutal appearance inspires in one of the wealthy women 
passengers destroys this consciousness. His first struggling thoughts 
to discover his place and purpose in life are painful, a situation that 
gives Paul Robeson ample scope for a masterly and virile performance. 
In the stokehole, on Fifth Avenue, in gaol, at the headquarters of a 
workers’ organisation, one sces him being tortured by the workings of his 
brain in his attempt to discover where he “belongs.” Finally he is 
brushed to death by a gorilla which he releases from its cage, under the 
impression that they have a common problem. The keynote of the play 
is stark realism, and the author loses no opportunity of presenting life in 
its rawest and most savage aspects. Yet our ficsh refuses to creep, 
although the play is excellently produced and the cast does all that can 
be expected of it. 


THE DUKE OF KILLICRANKIE (Fortune). 

In the Duke of Killicrankie’s polite and scrupulously well-mannered 
abduction of Lady Henrietta Addison (Joan Mande) to his Scottish strong- 
hold, and her pretty capitulation to his masterful wooing, we have a three- 
act farce devoid of a single unpleasant innuendo—surely in itself a box-office 
attraction of the first order to-day. Mr. Robert Marshall's farcical romance 
has less in it than justifies a three-act play at the People’s National 
Theatre, but the cast, which includes Huntley Wright and Helen Ferrers 
as the impecunious M.P., and the opulent widow of a “Glue King” 
respectively, who sponsor the romantic principals, carry on the fun with 
such genuine aplomb that we are braced for the bathos of the final kiss 
we so clearly imagined in the first act. Huntley Wright leaves us feeling 
that a marriage with this unblushing fortune-hunter was likely to prove 
considerably more entertaining and less irksome than many another less 
obvious marriage of convenience. ° 


The Berkeley Players. 

The performance by the Berkeley Players of Mr. W. Somerset 
Maugham's drama of the Canadian backwoods, “ The Land of Promise,” 
on Monday evening last at the Embassy Theatre, Swiss Cottage, in aid of 
the funds of the Highbury Home for Friendless Children, marked a distinct 
advance from almost every point of view on their previous productions. 
It was quite pleasant to witness an amateur show more like the real 
thing and less like a parlour-charade ; in fact, the only criticism to be 
made in this instance would be the superfluous one of tofrting out the 
incongruity of a loafof bread—a most excellent specimen of its kind—in 
the Canadian prairie-shack scene, with the significent word “Lyons” 
betraying its Cadby Hall origin, and thereby occasioning much surprise 
at its long, trans-Atlantic journey. 3

RECORD AMOUNT OF NEW LIFE BUSINESS. 


SATISFACTORY FIRE AND MARINE RESULTS. 


The Annual General Court of the Alliance Assurance Co., Ltd., was held 
on Wednesday last, at the Head Office, Bartholomew Lane, London, E.C. 
Mr. C. EB. Barnett (the Chairman) said in the course of his speech : When I 
had the pleasure of addressing you last year I referred to the sails in the 
Budget then before Parliament, relating to Single Premium Policies and I 
deplored the fact that the Chancellor of the Exchequer, in his attempt to 
legislate against what had become an abuse, was inflicting injustice and hard- 
ship on the Companies whicl had confined themselves to business of a perfectly 
legitimate character. Fortunately, the Chancellor eventually yielded to the 
strong representations made to him and the Budget proposals were amended. 
In the result all the policy-holders who took out these Single Premium Policies 
with us have the satisfaction of knowing that the privileges which they 
were led to expect when thcy effected the policies will be allowed to continae. 
Notwithstanding the cessation of this particular form of single premium 
licy. the actual net new Life business completed during the year amounted 
to £3,210,646, which is £183,208 above that of 1929 and is the largest amount ever 
transacted in one year by the Company. The premium imcome, however, in 
the active Alliance account was £83,321 less than’ in the previous year, and this 
drop is due entirely to the large diminution in the single promium btsiness. 
The Alliance Life and Annuity Funds increased during the year by 
£811.715. and the total Life and Annuity Fands, including the closed Funds, 
amounted at the end of the year to £22,300,375. 


FIRE RESULTS. 


In the Fire Departwent we have had a fairly satisfactory sear, having 
regard to the conditions which have prevailed. The premium income, 
£2,046,170, is only £15,658 less than in the previous year, and, in view of the 
great depression in trade and the consequent redaction in stocks held by 
merchants and others, we cannot complain of this comparatively small 
reduction in income. 

The surpius on the account, after providi for unexpired risks and 
including interest, is £447,876, which is only a few thousands less than a 
year ago. 

In fire business, competition in recent years has become excoptionally keen 
and there is a continuous demand for reductions in rates of premium, which 
reductions are barely compensated for by the improvement in methods of fire 
prevention and extinction. Moreover, there isa constant tendency for foreign 
taxation to increase and towards the protection of native companies, which 
makes our position in foreign countries more difficult. 


MARINE ACCOUNT. 


From the Marine account you will be pleased to see that we have been able 
to transfer to profit and logs the sum of £73,232. This is in respect of business 
transacted in the vear 1928, the account for which has now been closed, and com- 

mares with £59,002 transferred a year ago to profit and loss in respect of the 
yusiness transacted in 1927. Moreover, this year we have set aside £40,000 to 
provide for future claims in respect of previous years, as compared with £25,000 
similarly set aside a year ago. It will be seen therefore that the results for 
1928 show a substantial improvement on those for 1927. 

The accounts for 1929 and 193) are of course, still open, in accordance with 
our usual practice. 


Perhaps the Marine market is that which has been most affected by the pre- te 


vailing trade depression. As you all know, a very large amount of tonnage has 
been.laid up and the total volume of Marine pragjgium imcome has been greatly 
redaced. 


Iam giad to be able to say that Marine Underwriters have had under very 
serious consideration during the year the unfortunate results of the rate-cutting 
which had been going on in the Marine market for some years. When trade 
improves it may reasonably be expected that these efforts to put Marine busi- 
ness on a healthier footing will show satisfactory results. 


ACCIDENT DEPARTMENT. 


Coming now to the ition of the Accident Department, I referred a year 
ago to the provisions of the Road Traffic Bill which was then before Parliament. 
That Bill has now become an Act, and its insurance provisions came into force 
on the Ist January, 1931. The Act compels every owner of a motor vehicle to 
adopt one of three courses : 

(1) He may effect an insurance in respect of third party claims with an 
authorised insurer. 

(2) He may obtam a security bond, or 

(3) He may make a cash d it with the Supreme Court. 

The Alliance and ite associated offices, are, of course, authorised insurera. 

Certificates of insurance were issued to all our policy-holders before the end 
of the year. Similar certificates have now to be issued for each new vehicle 
insured and for each vehicle in respect of which an existing insurance is renewed. 
The labour and eee involved are an additional burden on us, while the 
YS to hospitais for treatment of third we yw injured by motor vehicles 

whom compensation is paid by us on behalf of the motorist isan extension of 
our liabilities which will increase the losses. It is fearedalso that claims from third 
parties will be more frequent, and that there may be a tendency on the part of 
juries to award larger damages, as it wil! be assumed that in every case an insur- 
ance compauy will have to pay. Notwithstanding these increased liabilities, the 
Offices generally have deci to make no change in existing rates of premium 
for the present, but the experience will be carefully watched and the rates of 
mium reviewed when sufficient information as to the results of motor 
siness is available. 

In consequence of the passing of the Road Traffic Act some new business 
was obtained towards the end of the year, but most of the adtitional business 
offering was not of a specially attractive character. 

Turning to the actual Accident accounts, yon will see that -here has been a 
further set-back in Workmen’s Compensation premiums, owing to the continued 
depression of trade. In addition, we have taken steps to cance! a section of the 
business in Canada which had proved unprofitable, and the result is that the 
total premium income on the combined Accident accounts for the year is some- 
thing like £50,000 less than in 1929. It is tifying, however, that the actua! 
higher, and that we have been able to 

ransfer no less n .916, in ition to £63,352 interest, ; 
accoants to Profit and I fone t, from the Accident 
1e t and account shows that we have carried £100,000 to reser 
and £50,000 to Pension Reserve, and that the balance carried forward to the 
current year is £1,230,964, which is practically the sameas the amount brought in.

RANK SUED FOR £459.000,000.—Before Mr. Justice Mackinnon, in

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YOUNG ISRAEL LETTER BOX. 


Moses and the Land. 


By AUNTIE. 

HE House of Commons the other day 
gave approval to the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer's proposals for a tax 
on land. This affords an oppor- 

tunity of recalling that Moses, our Law-giver, 
was far ahead of his time in the frammg of 
laws relating to land ownership. The basis 
of the Mosaic legislation in regard to the land 
was the idea that “the earth is the Lord's 
and the fulness thereof,” that the supreme 
ownership of the land was vested in the 
Almighty and that His children were, so to 
speak, Histenants. Moses perceived that one 
of the gteatest evils that could befall a State 
wastheaccumulation intoa few handsof landed 
property, and the resultant impoverishment 
and enslavement of the great mass of the 
population. As WNenry George, the great 
apostle of land taxes wrote: “ Not the pro- 
tection of property, but the protection of 
humanity, is the aim of the Mosaic legisla- 
tion. His strength consists not in helping 
the strong to heap up riches but rather in 
protecting the weak against exploitation and 
oppression.” When Canaan was conquered, 
the land was divided up and every family 
received its plot. There was no absolute 
prohibition of the sale of land; but Moses pro- 
vided, by the institution of the jubilee year, 
that at the end of the filty years the land 
should revert to the original owner. The 
provision is in close connection with the 
liberation of slaves. The two things go 
together. If aman loses his personal free- 
dom, or leses that which makes freedom 
worth while, he becomes a slave. 
PEACE IN THE LAXD. 

Moses wanted to ensure peace iu the land. 
Revolutions are caused when the “ have-nots” 
rise up against the “ haves.” 
tion of great possessions always arouses the 
envy and anger of those who, for one reason 
or another, have remained poor. By ensuring 
fairness in land-ownership, Moses sought to 
remove one of the most potent causes of dis- 
content. “Ve shall hallow the fiftieth year 
and proclaim liberty throughout all the land. 
» VYeshall not oppress one another... . 
and the land shall yield her fruit, and ye 
shall eat your fill,and dwell in safety.” In the 
same spirit was the provision which ordered 
that a portion of the harvest should be left 
for the poor. When reaping his crops, a 
farmer was not to go over his field and gather 
up every stray ear. The gleaning was to be 
left for the poor. In this way was the spirit 
of mercy and benevolence to hold sway. We 
know from some of the prophetic writings 
thrt the Mosaic laws were not always faith. 
fully observed. Isaiah denounced the greedy 
landowners, those who formed big estates so 
that the poor man could not get land to farm. 
“Woe unto them,” Isaiah cried, “ that join 
house to house, that lay field to field, till 
there be no place, that they may be placed 
alone in the midst of the earth!” But this 
very denunciation proves that, in ancient 
Israel, the principle of land-justice was under- 
stood, and we have in the Bible in this 


matter, as in so many others, a lesson for our 
own day.
